RED CROSS PLATE NUMBERS 
By Ralph A. Kimble 





The past week has been the most 
productive of any thus far, with 
more than sixty friends from all 
over the country telling us of new 
plate number combinations. No 
less than eighty-four new combina- 
tions are listed this week to add to 
those chronicled in our issues of 
June 6-13-20th. At this stage of 
the game we think it advisable to 
make a correction in certain plate 
numbers listed in our June 13th 
number. Red plate numbers 20442- 
3-4 were reported to us as having 
been used with all black plates 
from 20434 to 20441 inclusive. This 
was reported from one source only, 
and we have not had any confirma- 
tion of these among the hundreds 
of letters received. In view of this 
we hereby cancel those particular 
combinations containing the three 
red plates No. 20442-3-4 and until 
we actually see blocks containing 
these numbers will consider these 
plates as assigned but not sent to 
press. All other combinations have 
been confirmed many times over. 

To those who are reading this for 
the first time we will re-state the 
known plates which have actually 
been used: Black plates are num- 
bered 20434-41, 20450-57 and 20466- 
9, a total of twenty. Red Plates 
are numbered 20445-9, 20489-503, a 
total of twenty. If each black plate 
is used in combination with each 
red one it is obvious that there will 
be four hundred different combina- 
tions. Of these we have, with to- 
day’s listing, 357, leaving only 43 
possible combinations unreported. 
The next week or two will tell 
whether these other 43 exist. Prob- 
ably they do. It is also reported 
unofficially that it is quite possible 
that eight more plates may be as- 
signed and used for each color, and 
still another report states that an 
additional fifty million of the 
stamps may be issued owing to the 
enormous demand for them. This 
is NOT yet official, and the present 
issue amounts thus far to only the 
original fifty million. 

No inverted crosses yet, but 
many that are badly out of register, 
their location varying widely over 
the NW corner of the stamp. A 
red dot has been reported as con- 
stant on red plate No. 20492, ap- 
pearing just over the tip of the “1” 
in 1931. This we have found on 
many other plates also so can 
hardly consider it a variety. An 
amusing feature has been the ad- 
verse criticism in certain stamp 
papers as to the beauty of the 
stamp. Certain writers still delight 
in taking perverse attitudes, in 
which they are opposed to the great 
majority. Certainly there is no 
question but that the Red Cross 
stamp is one of the finest produc- 
tions in years, and in this opinion 
we are borne out by the many let-

The announced flight of the 
Lindberghs, the Colonel and his 
wife, to Japan and China is one of 
the aviation events of the year to 
be carefully watched. We wish we 
could give you the list of cities to 
be visited, as we believe many of 
them will have celebrations and 
special markings for covers, but 
this data may not be available in 
time to be given to you for your 
use. It is suggested that the Col- 
onel may be asked to blaze the 
trail for an air mail route to the 
Orient and if so, some mail might 
be carried. Collectors should be on 
the alert for this event and use 
their ingenuity, as Japan and China 
might even issue special stamps 
for the occasion and we advise 
every one having correspondents 
in the far east to get in touch with 
at once and try to secure covers, 
and stamps if any, used in honor 
of our famous ace. 


New Stops on A. M. 33 

Effective July 1st Monroe, Louis- 
iana, and Abilene, Texas, will be 
embraced for air mail service on 
the above route and both offices 
will be supplied with special 
cachets. Rush your covers to the 
postmasters of these cities at once, 
as this is official notice. 


New Numbering 

Since May 15th A. M. Route No. 
28 from St. Louis to Omaha, and 
A. M. No. 30 from Chicago to At- 
lanta have been consolidated and 
are now known as A. M. 30, 
Omaha-Atlanta Route. 

Also A. M. No. 16 from Cleveland 
to Nashville and A. M. No. 20 from 
Albany to Cleveland have been con- 
solidated and are now known as 
A. M. 20, Albany-Nashville Route, 
and these changes clear up some 
confusion in collectors’ minds, at 
the time of the recent extensions. 
“Akron” Dedication 

The new giant dirigible ZRS—4 
will probably be dedicated the last 
week in July or the first in Au- 
gust, and will be in charge of the 
Aero-nautical Division of the 
Chamber of Commerce of that city. 
The ship will not be taken out of 
the hangar for christening that 
day, but will be cut loose from the 
ways and floated inside the build- 
ing. This will be a great event in 
aeronautics. It has not been de- 
cided yet whether the city will dedi- 
cate its new 800 acre airport on the 
same day or not. However, I am 
sure the Chamber will hold covers 
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for this event whenever you send 
them. 


First Aviatrix 

How many cover collectors know 
that one Bessica Raiche, was Amer- 
ica’s First Aviatrix? Her first 
flight was made with a homemade 
crate on Sept. 16th, 1910, and she 
was later presented with a gold 
medal by the Aeronautical Society 
which is inscribed, “First Woman 
Aviator in America”. Her health 
later failed and she studied medi- 
cine and is now practicing her pro- 
fession in southern California. Has 
any collector a cover carried by 
this Pioneer, if so, tell us about it. 


Our Covers 

Those having covers on the DO-X 
are pleased that after many trials 
this big flying boat has finally 
reached South America and will 
likely succeed in reaching our 
shores; likewise those who sent 
covers on the “Nautilus” will re- 
joice that she has been safely towed 
into European port. These will 
probably be the only celebrated 
covers ever sent by a towed boat. 
In fact, it is really remarkable the 
great percentage of our covers, 
sent on experimental events, which 
actually return to us, and with such 
histories, as we hardly expect when 
they are sent out. This to me, is

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THE NEW DELHI ISSUE OF 
INDIA 





By Frederick Wall in 
Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly 





¢ HE inauguration of the 
Magnificent Indian capi- 


comes during what is 
probably the most criti- 

= cal and momentous 
period in the history of this migh- 
ty old Empire, and naturally any- 
thing connected with it must at- 
tract much attention here in Eng- 
land. For this alone the new com- 
memorative set of stamps would 
have some measure of popularity, 
but, as it happens, they form an 
issue which, because it is a master- 
piece of interest and_ technical 
excellence, has proved one of the 
most sought-after in the whole 
world. 

The Nasik Security Press has 
excelled itself and done full justice 
to the delightful designs with 
which it has been provided. Each 
stamp bears the head of the King- 
Emperor in a medallion, but each 
has been allotted a different cen- 
tral design, and I propose to deal 
with these latter in their order of 
value. 

First is the quarter anna. This 
is the only denomination which 
shows Old Delhi, and here is de- 
picted the Purana Qila. Purana 
Qila, or Indarpat, is a Mogul fort, 
built in 1534 by Humayan, and it 
originally formed one of the seven 
cities which were once Old Delhi. 

The fort is believed to occupy the 
site of Indraprastha, the legen- 
dary city of the Pandus, and in 
connection with this there is an 
interesting legend of the desertion 
of the town which is worth the re- 
telling. The story goes that the 
power of the Pandus was waning, 
when one day at dinner the king, 
Yudisthira, on taking off the cover 
of a dish, discovered a fly. He 
thought that the impudence of the 
insect in daring to enter the palace 
was sufficient indication that the 
Pandus was no longer a ruling 
race, so he and all his court 
promptly packed up their goods 
and left the city to whomsoever 
should be great enough to follow 
them.

There are at present three gates 
to the Purana Qila but only that 
shown prominently on the stamp 
is used. One remains closed for- 
ever because in the dim past a 
certain king went out to battle and 
had the gate closed until the time 
when he should return victorious. 
Unfortunately he was defeated, 
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and it is said that the gate has re- 
mained shut ever since. 

So much for the quarter anna 
stamp—to me by far the most 
interesting. The other values all 
show the new architectural glories 
of Delhi. On the half anna is the 
All-India War Memorial, designed 
by Sir Edward Lutyens. A point 
to be noticed is the dome on top of 
the structure. This is hollow, and 
it was the architect’s intention that 
from the orifice there should 
spring, by day, a pillar of cloud 
and by night a flame. Unfortun- 
ately, however, financial reasons 
will limit this display to special 
occasions. 

The next three denominations, 
the one, two, and three annas, 
show respectively the Council 


Chamber, the Viceroy’s House, and 
the Secretariat, all, again, design- 
ed by Lutyens, and of which so 
much has been said in the British 
Press that it is unnecessary to 
write more here. 

Lastly, on the one rupee stamp 
are two of the four Dominion ecol- 
umns which have been presented 
to the Government of India by the 
Governments of Australia, Canada, 
New Zealand and South Africa. 
They have been designed by Sir 
Herbert Baker, and are based on 
fourth-century Indian columns. At 
the base are the arms of the Do- 
minion and the details of whose 
gift it is, while at the top is a 
globe, upon which the position of 
India is marked by a star, and a 
full-rigged sailing-ship. All these 
details are indicated upon the 
stamp which, because of the origi- 
nality of its design, is the most 
attractive of a very attractive 
issue.

Mr. Coleman Blum of the Green- 
point Stamp Exchange sends the 
Editor a beautiful etching of the 
new Empire State Building, re- 
cently completed, in New York 
City. This building is 102 stories 
high. Alfred E. Smith, Democratic 
candidate for president in 1928 was 
active in the construction of this 
beautiful building.

This was from Mrs. F. D. Leete, Jr., 
one of the charming ladies, with 
which the Indiana Stamp Club is 
plentifully endowed. 





Speaking of Red Cross Stamps, 
the most attractive cover yet to 
hand is one from a business con- 
cern with which our printing plant 
has some business and the stamp 
comes on a mourning envelope 
carrying the announcement of the 
death of a member of the firm. 
This stamp on a mourning envelope 
looks exactly like it was in its 
proper place.

Weekly Stamp News has sent me 
to interview you. Do you feel 
that you are at all badly treated 
by having your picture on our le 
stamp? 


Not 
know 


in the least, my boy. You 
I originated the saying “A 
penny saved is a penny earned,” 
so what could be more appropri- 
ate than my picture on the penny 
stamp? 

And you must remember that I 
was honored by having my picture 
placed on one of the first two 
stamps issued, my beloved chief, 
President Washington, being por- 
trayed on the 10c of 1847 and I 
on the 5c. And I was also pictur- 
ed on the 30c stamps of 1851 and 
1861, so I have been amply hon- 
ored. 


Then I may tell the editor that 
you have no complaint to make? 


None at all; that is, nothing of 
consequence. Perhaps I should 
have been better pleased had they 
kept all my portraits in one color. 
First they depicted me in a brown 
study, then as having the blues, 
then recovering from the yellow 
jaundice, and now I am shown as 
very, very green. I think I may 
say in all modesty that when I 
visited France and England in the 
interests of my country their diplo- 
mats never claimed that of me! 


And which portrait do you enjoy 
most, Mr. Franklin? 


A difficult question, sir. In the 
early days I much enjoyed travel- 
ing around and seeing the remark- 
able development of our country, 
but later it was equally delightful 


to go on the letters abroad and 
note the political changes in 
France and England, many of 


which I had predicted. 


Anything else you care to say, 
sir? 

I believe not. I was somewhat 
put out recently hearing that 
someone had asked whether my 
picture on the current 1c stamp 
was that of Sidney Franklin, the 
bull fighter. I was many times 
accused of throwing the bull when 
I spoke of the coming greatness 
and importance of my country, of 
course. 


And while I now take it as a 
matter of no importance when a 
postal clerk cancels me, I assure 
you that never in the early days 
of my life did a man give me a 
smack in the face without regret- 
ting it fully and promptly. bid 
you a very good day, sir.
